Yes - DoD (Department of the Navy) is working to support/comment on this effort. 

I haven't shared your email with anyone within DoD, partly because I want to talk with 
you first and also because I need to work this with the DoD Secretariat staff but they haven't 
determine who within the DoD secretariat are going to support this effort. 

So DON is working with US Navy and USMC to collect specific details as I work on 
how we get DOI our comments. I can share that DON has already identified some 
monuments we see as very positive and supportive of DoD's mission. They can provide a 
positive buffer effect next to our installations. I also suspect we might have comments 
detailing how third parties have used monument designation against DoD, so we want to 
continue to work very closely with DOI as future monument designation language is crafted, 
or changes considered to existing monuments.
